Sheriff Barry had sot the hour of ex 


ecutlon at 10 o clock yesterday morn 
ing-. When he went to the cell at < 
o clock to prepare the doomed man foi 
the scaffold 
Bulling pleaded so piti 


fully for an extension of a few houri 
that the sheriff yielded and gave him 
until tt o clock to live 
When 3 o'clock 


arrived Bulling renewed his supplica- 
tions to the sheriff imd fall ing on hia 
knees pleaded for one hour more The 
sheriff granted his request and romov 
ing the guard fiom the cell door lefl 
the doomed man alone with his spirit 
tual adviser Rev August Lavake 


'Ihesllento of the jail was broken 


only by the voice of the priest when 
suddenly two shots rang out. The 
sheriff ran to the cell and found the 
priest prostrate on the floor having 
fainted 
At his side lay Bulling, wel 


terintf in his own blood which flowed 
from wounds in his "breast He had shol 
himself twice with a revolver 


A hasty examination of Bulllng-'s 


body showed that one of the bullets 
had enterad the left breast and glanc- 
ing from & nb had passed around his 
body and come out of his bade

The governor of the state ot Miesonn 


a few dove ago in an address delivered to 
a reunion ot Confederate veterans at 
Kansas City said "I was not a Confeder- 
ate soldier. I was too young to become 
one during the war. Considenpg the 
rssnlte ot the war it IB probably as well 
for me that I was not in the Confederate 
army. On this point I desire to say that 
I do not favor the organization ot Sons ot 
Confederate Veterans, for the reason that 
while at this time it is not considered a 
disgrace to have been in the Confederate 
army, the time will come in the history of 
the government when it will be no credit 
to a man to claim that his ancestors were 
engaged in a rebellion against the gov- 
ernment " 


This opinion will no doubt be verified 


in some future generation The rebellion 
brought on by the Southern leaders was 
without excuse Alexander H. Stephens 
in hia speech against secession bears tes- 
timony to that fact. In addition to this 
is tbe foot that the Confederate authori- 
ties sanctioned the starvation ot Union 
prisoners m their hands. It is true that 
this has been denied by Senator B H. 
Hill, of Georgia, bat within the last tew 
weeks the government has found among 
the archives of the Confederacy two 
papers, one by Bobert Quid, Confederate 
commissioner of prisoners, to General 
Winder, under whose control the Con- 
federate military prisons were, that set- 
tles beyond dispute the foot that the 
Confederacy connived at the starvation 
ot Union prisoners. This Is an additional 
reason why, when the history ot the late 
war is written without partisan color or 
bias, the war and the manner in which it 
was conducted against the Union will 
not stand in the opinion ot men as justi- 
fiable

One of the relics on the ground was a 


briok from the first kiln burned in Maoon 
county. Another was a silver medal 
presented Alexander Metlin by the state 
of Pennsylvania for gnllantry in Com- 
modore Perry's naval engagement with 
the British on Lake Erie in 1813; this 
was exhibited by Alexander Metlin, a 
nepbew of the sailor. 


About 2 o'clock the crowd, which had 


increased to over 1,000, assembled in the 
pavilion to hear the address ot Hon J. H. 
Piokrell, which was first-class and was 
well received by those who get into the 
pavilion. I le said he might not bo prop- 
erly an old settlor; that he came to Illi- 
nois when he was young, and was as 
Bookless as Dick Oglesby; that after bo 
ng in Illinois six weeks, he only weighed 
four pounds. He said he beat 20 states 
into the Union; he could remember when 
there was only one briok house between 
Deoatrjr and Springfield. He was here 
before "lucifer" matches reached this 
country, and when only a flint was used. 
He thought it would be amusing to see a 
dude light a cigarette with a flint. When 
ho came, scoops were used in drawing 
water, the school house had not come,and 
when it came there were no steel pens; 
tomatoes were known as live apples, and 
principal fruits were "water millions" 
and "mush millions." He said rubber 
was hardly known; what little they had 
was called elastic; in those days there 
were no suspenders but lots of "gal- 
Iuaes,"jwhioh were made from bed-ticking 
or knot by the mother or the feller's beet 
best girl. The lights were tallow dips, 
and ague was thicker than flies. The 
first thing the doctor did was to bleed 
his patient, no matter what the ailment 
was. He said he wns heie when the first 
railroad west of the Alleghenies wns 
built; it waa that between Springfield 
and Naples. When it was being built 
the farmers looked upon it with mis- 
givings, fearing it would ruin them. 
He described the old stage coach and its 
driver, who was the most popular man in 
the country. The coming ot the coach 
was announced by blowing a horn. He 
was here, he said, before the first daily 
paper was1 published in Illinois. The 
first daily was published in Chicago and 
was called the Chicago Democrat. It 
was a six-column folio and began with 
147 subscribers. In those days there was 
much superstition. Young ladies never 
looked in a looking-glass after dark, be- 
cause it was feared it would result in a 
death in the family. In those days when 
the people went to meeting the molea 
eat on one side and the females on the 
other. The boys had to pick their girls 
in the dark as they left the church or 
school house. In conclusion he told ot 
an old settler whose wife went with him 
to town to see the sights, and among 
other things was induced to drink enough 
of the ardent to moke her a little "boozy;" 
the husband was the same way. They 
started home, she riding behind him on 
the same horse; crossing a small stream 
the woman slid oft, which was not dis- 
covered ;at tke instant. The husband 
returning 
found 
her 
sitting 
in 


tie stream, and^HJeing pretty large, 
she dammed tho water 
back which 


had risen to her neck and mouth and she 
was rubbing it off her month, first with 
one hand then with the other, eaying 
not any more, gentlemen, not any more."

Those who were very 
innocent were induced to deposit $50 as 
security for tho books, and that would 
bo tho last the victim heard of it 
They received 300 to KOO letters a day 
and they bought $3,000 a month and 
over.
